Since this is the start of the brand-new DX season and column-year, here are the few things I ask 
when reporting: Please submit your report to resemble the format seen here, divided into the vari- 
ous categories (unIDs, TIS, etc) and use only NRC-approved abbreviations. In most cases, only a 
couple of additional letters either written or typed will form the entire word, leaving no doubt what 
you want to convey. Sort your receptions by frequency. Many reports come in the order you 
received them (by date) and it takes longer to sort things out here if written in that manner. Do not 
capitalize the city name. Dates and times are important, so remember to report using ELT in the 24- 
hour format. Keep your reports reasonably concise. Long, rambling narratives will be edited. And 
last but not least, you get to see your name in print!!! My deadlines are Wednesdays, two (2) days 
prior to the Topeka deadlines printed in DX News (not the Pub date!). This gives me time to finalize 
things before e-mailing the column to HQ, which works the first time on most occasions. I look 
forward to hearing from you, and including your DX catches and listening tips in DDXD-West. Oh

55 to 65 TA freq. each night. These signals seemed to peak at 1611 with the Vatican, then decline until 
they were very weak in the 500’s. There were strong spots in the 1000’s and 1100’s, but not too much 
below. And the LW band had good signals in spite of a horrendous buzzing noise, traces of which 
could be found at a number of spots on the MW band. I called the night before last “Italian night” as 
several RAI stations were strong around their 0400 sign-on, and these included 1332, 1368, 1431, 1449 
and 1575, as well as possibles on 1035, 1062 and 1116. The France Bleues were in too, along with a big 
Monte Carlo-1467, but Spain was only so-so. As usual, Croatia-1134 was the most consistent TA, and 
Theard them, on last week’s day of mourning, playing almost nothing but classical and semi-classical 
music.

AFGHANISTAN: BBC World Service expands medium wave transmissions and key broadcasts serv- 


ing Afghanistan and the surrounding region BBC World Service is reinforcing its medium 
wave transmissions, with an additional frequency, serving a large part of the region sur- 
rounding and including Afghanistan, it was announced today (Thursday, September 20). 
The BBC World Service has also boosted short wave transmissions to the region and ex- 
panded output in Arabic, Pashto, Persian and Urdu - the key languages of the region, in 
response to the escalating tension in the area following the US attacks last week. News and 
current affairs content in the usually mixed schedules of each language service has been 
boosted. The Arabic service is running a continuous 24 hour rolling news and current affairs 
format. BBC World Service Director Mark Byford says: “For the region, the BBC World Ser- 
vice is a vital lifeline. Audiences, literally, depend on the BBC for impartial, accurate, trust- 
worthy news and information. In Afghanistan, with no television and no national newspa- 
per, BBC radio is a main form of communication.. Our expansion is a prime example of the 
BBC World Service responding to audience need and moving resources quickly to where it is 
needed most. Short wave savings, made by responding to audience migration to FM and the 
internet in the most developed broadcasting markets of the world, are being moved to less 
developed regions where access to accurate information is limited but a matter of crucial 
importance. The new medium wave frequency 1314 kHz covers Afghanistan, Bahrain, Iran, 
Iraq, Kuwait, Oman, Pakistan, and UAE during different times of the day, as well as large 
parts of Tajikistan, Turkmenistan, and Uzbekistan. This supplements medium wave broad- 
casts on 1413kHz in the region.

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Listening Digest via Medium Wave Circle e-mail list] I’ve just received the detailed informa- 
tion from my colleagues -collaborators from HCJB about the Christian radiostation, that works 
in Tartu on the frequency 1035 kHz - Tartu Family Radio\Tartu Pereraadio. This is the project 
of local Tartu Christian group, which was started two years ago by the world famous HCJB 
collaborator David Kily and fully supported , financially and technically, by HCJB-World 
Radio. At present, for 21 hours Pereraadio relays the programmes of radio “Novaya Zhiznj” 
in Russian (from Magadan), whose studio just now is located in Moscow. The signal of the 
radio “Novaya Zhiznj” (formerly called “Christian Satellite Radiogroup”- also a project of 
HCJB-World Radio) is transmitted from Moscow studio via sputnik LMI-1 on 12606 GGz, the 
speed 2000, vertical polarization, Fec 3/4. There are the reports about the stable(!!!) receiption 
of Tartu Family Radio/Tartu Pereraadio on the frequency 1035 AM in Sankt-Petersburg, even 
in the day time! Power of transmitter 50 kw. It is interesting to note, that by now radio 
“Novaya Zhiznj” has a licence for broadcasting on FM band in Russia only on the territory

NORWAY: Open letter from Northern Star: Very shortly Northern Star International Broadcasters 


AS(Norway) will be awarded the 216 kHz 1200 kW Norwegian license. We are planning a 
commercial International English service on the channel. We have struggled for this for 7 
years through various offices, Departments, Parliament and licensing authority, so you will 
understand it is quite a feat! We have done much research already re. the signal potential of 
the Norway allocation and are confident in view of the results. At this moment we are inter- 
ested addressing the radio listener community for volunteers who may be able to assist us. 
Thus we hope to start a meaningful interactive relationship with our audience not only in 
feedback to programming, but also re. Technical aspects. We are now interested in research- 
ing the groundwave and skywave signals of some LW stations from locations in the British 
Isles, Northern France, The Benelux, Germany, and the Baltic coast. Cooperators have to be 
experienced DXers/radio listeners who know what they are doing. The stations are: 216 kHz 
Radio Monte Carlo, Roumoules, France, 1400 kW emrp(effective measured radiated power), 
207 kHz DLR Aholming, Germany, 500 kW emrp, 207 kHz RUV Eidar, Iceland, 100 kW emrp, 
and 225 kHz PR Solec Kujawski, Poland, 1000 kW emp. On 216, there will be a fluctating 
transmission zone between the Northern Star and RMC signals. This zone will move back 
and forth all the time, and can be several hundred kilometres wide. We are especially inter- 
ested in estimating in which areas Northern Star will be interference-free of our co-channel 
neighbour. Professional equipment should be used so that the readings could be as accurate 
as possible. What we really need are precise signal strength levels in exact milliVolts/m fig- 
ures, however measurements made on domestic equipment will also be helpful. Please tune 
each station in turn for maximum signal strength rotating loops(note bearing) /optimizing 
antennas and record the signal reading on each frequency. We would propose ground wave 
reading between 1000-1400 UTC and skywave between 2000-2400 UTC. Listeners have to 
keep receiver settings of RF gain etc. constant whilst doing the tests. Uncalibrated readings, 
such as $9+? or SINPO 55555 are better than nothing. We also need NGR and/or Latitude 
and Longitude at the reception site for the exercise to be meaningful. The data will be col- 
lated in MS Excel and the results added to a map in numerical form. The results will be 
shared with those participating. Additionally, we are seeking listeners having data of how 
the former Norwegian station on 216/218, LKA Oslo Kringkaster, Klefta, 200 kW did versus 
Radio Monte Carlo. LKA closed down on January 2, 1995 at 13:48 UTC. We look forward to 
replace that station with a GREAT signal, and GREAT programming from a GREAT country!

“A RADIO ODYSSEY”

“This is KDKA of the Westinghouse Electric anrd Manufacturing Company in East Pittsburg(h), 
Pennsylvania. We shall now broadcast the election returns.” Then the music begins and builds from 
Richard Strauss’ “Also Sprach Zarathustra” with the first movement, “Thus Spake Zarathustra”, also 
known as the theme from the movie, “2001, ASpace Odyssey.” In between the crescendos, this passage 
was read, “From the pioneer broadcast station of the world and that first voice 80 years ago ... to the 
voices of today and beyond,’to preserve our community’s achievement and recognize all who shall be 
known ... the National Radio Club and the DX Audio Service present ... Pittsburgh 2001, A Radio 
Odyssey!” 

Thus, on Friday, August 31 at 8 PM, our offical greeting was played and read to commence this 
year’s 2001 convention. We thank member Bonnie Starr whose idea from one year ago at Lima 2000 
was to create our slogan and inspiration for this year. 

So in a way, from KDKA’s first offical broadcast on November 2, 1920, Pittsburgh has become a 
‘radio odyssey’. Though many cities in the US have several great radio stations, Pittsburghers take 
pride to know we have KDKA and other fine stations. On behalf of those involved, I tried to how our 
best side with tours of various stations. For their efforts 
and permission, we thank KDKA’s Greg Jena, WJAS/ 
WPTT/WSHH's Phil Lenz, and WQED’s Paul Johnston for 
their cooperation on these tours. The connections are that 
KDKA was the first, WJAS is almost as old as KDKA and 
DX’er-friendly, and WQED is community minded and the 
first public TV station in America. In all [hoped to provide 
an entertaining, enjoyable, and informative convention. 
From the excitement during most activities to the tour hosts 
involved, I think that was accomplished. 

Through our contacts, two media services provided 
some melltions. From the August 8th Post-Gazette, staff 
writer Adrian McCoy wrote information while KDKA TV's 
Community Reporter Dave Crawley arranged for a cam- 
era and a 20-second segment during Friday August 3lst’s 5 
to 6 PM news! 

There were other features for our convention. With a 
creative idea, I was able to design a special commemerative 
2001 odyssey shirt and magnet. In the colors of black and 
gold to honor gur Steelers, Pirates, and Penguins, the shirts 
had a radio antenna with spiraling waves. Inside the outer 
spiral were 16 local station call letters to represent those 
either licensed to the city of Pittsburgh or who identify with 
acommunity close to the city, To my best estimation, the 16 
were listed according to the earliest on air date begininning 
with KDKA, KQV, etc. As a promotion, the magnet was 
designed in the shape of an old radio and the Topeka P.O. 
Box 5711 as a contact. The magnets were enclosed free in the- 13 piece ‘goodie’ bag and the shirts sold 
fos $10 with 31 being sold, My hopes are that you'll be able to acquire both of these through NRC 
Publications. Also, a special bulletin was copied and passed out to all local stations during the week 
leading up to Friday August 31. With special thanks for the bulletin from friend and new member Jim 
Orkwis, each station visited provided donations as long as a written letter with NRC stationery was 
presented to verify our convention. For the first time at any convention, Pittsburgh Vision Ser vices 
and Judith Myers typed the schedule of events in Braille, which were passed out to our blind DXAS 
members. Also, to honor the wives of members and women of the club, each was given a pink or 
orange rose.

Our 
tour host, Greg Jena, Director of Market- 
ing and Promotion, guided us through the AM studios of which the building also houses TV 2 and 
UPN 19 WNPA. KDKA radio has been at Gateway One since May, 1956 when the building opened, 
and is now owned by Infinity. Three other co-owned FM stations, WBZZ, WZPT, and WDSY, are lo- 
cated in Foster Plaza Building 5 in Greentree, not far from the Radisson. The world’s pioneer station 
had several walls filled with local personalities’ pictur es, past promotional items, pictures of the 
KDKA transmitter in Allison Park, banners, and at least 50 awards in past years for “Excellence In 
Broadcasting” presented by the “Pennsylvania Association of Broadcasters!” 

Upon our arrival we were greeted by a TV 2 cameraman for the video during the late afternoon 
news!

1 caught up with Slim on August 11th, and we 
had a fine visit including the room in the basement of the Dormont suburb bookstore where he still 
teaches guitar! Next was CE Steve Conti of KQV-1410 who has been at the station since 1966 and 
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remarked KQV’s 80 year celebration coming up in the fall of 2001! Then a back-to-back visit at WJAS 
on Tuesday August 28th to interview “Chillie Billie” Cardille who's on 10-3 PM, and Jack Bogut who 
begins his morning show at 6-10 AM. Both are very delightful gentlemen who have much ‘claim to 
tame.’ “Please call me Bill” Cardille was the regular host 30 some years ago on then WIIC TV 11 with 
Chiller Theatre and is one of three local media persons enshrined in the Pennsylvia Broadcasters 
Nall of Fame, while Jack Bogut began his radio career in his native Montana at KDBM-1490, KCAP- 
1340, KBMN (now KGLT), KGHL-790, in Utah at KALL-910, then coming to KDKA in 1968 to take over 
the morning show until 1983 when Mr. Bogut went over to local WTAE-1250, then later to WSHH, 
breifly retiring and then returning to WJAS in 1997. 

Jack even had a potential sitcom ready to go on ABC in the late 1980's, called the “Big Sky Cafe.” Mr. 
Bogut best describes radio as, “the theatre of the mind,” and still has these and many more anecdotes 
during his morning show. Thanks to these fine fellows for fol- 
lowing felicitations! 

Following the greetings was a salute to those members in 
attendance and for two that could also been saluted. First to 
our longest member Kermit Geary who joined the NRC 12 
weeks after the club started in 1933 with 68 years and 6 months 
membership, 6,554 verifications and counting, including pick- 
ing one up at WKHB-620 and celebrating a 60 year wedding 
anniversary on September first with wife Charlotte who was 
also attending and who noticed my misspelling of WBGG on 
the convention shirt as it was printed “WBBG”. Anyway, 
congrats Kermit and Charlotte! Next was Ben Dangerfield, a 
43-year member, who was born and raised in the ‘Burgh in 1922; 
then 20-year member John Bowker who was in broadcasting 
for 58 years; then Jerry Starr, a 39-year NRC vet including NRC 
Board Member, AMS Editor including AMS DXAS Editor and 
Corporate Production Manager for Cumulus Broadcasting- 
Ohio; next, Jerry Bond, NRC member since 1964 and the person 
‘ . who took me to my first convention in Louisville 1982; then 
Bruce Conti and Paul Swearingen Writer, Radio World columnist, and editor for Radio Watch, 10- 
listen to the question, “When is the Year member Scott Fybush; and finally to Bruce Conti, an NRC 
Log coming out?” at the Saturday member for 25 years and editor for DXAS DX Digest and Popu- 
evening business meeting. lar Communications contributor! Lest we forget, Ernie 

Wesolowski, NRCer for 42 years who helped with NRC Omaha 
1989 and 1992 and has videotaped NRC conventions over 11 years; Paul Mount, a 27-year member and 
who co-wrote the NRC’s 50th anniversary book, and finally I almost overlooked our publisher Paul 
Swearingen; how many years in the club and publisher Paul?! (26/13! -pls.) Still, I could have saluted 
weveral more members like Ray Arruda, Chris Cuomo, George Greene, Dave Marthouse, Frank Merrill, 
Al Merriman, Mike Lantz, Wayne Ryan, George Sherman, Bob Smolarek, Robert Stonier, Bill Swiger, 
Dave Whatmough, and Martin Wishnewitz. Or a salute to all! 

At approximately 8:10 PM, the stage was set for Rick Harris, Chairman of the ‘Conrad Project.’ | 
only got to know Rick in the last few months and through his generosity was able to present a slide 
show with a taped narration on this project. Briefly, the Conrad Project is named for Dr. Frank Conrad 
who experimented and built 8XK, the forerunner of KDKA. Then through a series of events, Dr. Conrad 
was able to receive a license from a random ship-to-shore calls which became KDKA. The world’s first 
commercially-licensed station, KDKA, was granted on October 27, 1920. All the experiments and later 
the station itself came from Dr. Conrad’s garage next to his home on Penn Avenue in Wilkinsburg. Of 
course, the first offical KDKA broadcast on November 2nd came from atop the ‘K’ Building at 
Westinghouse’s East Pittsburgh Manufacturing plant in Turtle Creek. Leo H. Rosenberg of 
Westinghouse’s publicity department read that first announcement concerning the Harding-Cox elec- 
tion returns. The studio and transmitter was a shack on the roof of the 8-story building. At that studio 
for a short time and several other places in the area KDKA commenced regular broadcasts before 
moving its actual studio into downtown Pittsburgh. However and for history’s sake, Dr. Conrad, a 
Westinghouse engineer who held over 200 patents, and his garage, began the birth of commercial 
radio. Later as the years passed, the home became the Wilkinsburg Elks Lodge, and then in 1972, the 
garage was neglected and on the verge of demolition. However, through the efforts of Rick, Alice 
Sapienza-Donnelly and many others, the garage was saved, but no instance of recognizing it as a 
museum or moving it to another location. 

Finally, this past mid-March through mid April, 2001, a group called the National Museum of Broad- 
casting led by Rick and Alice was able to save the garage removing it piece by piece and placed in 
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storage. There were enough funds to do this, but not save the house except for some mantel pieces and 
other small items. In this month of August, 2001, the National Geographic Channel was in Pittsburgh 
to document this garage saving event and interview Ms. Donnelly for a special to air on their channel 
November 2, 2001, the 81st birthday of KDKA. We do hope any or all our members will tune in to hear 
this story. Thus the ‘Conrad Project’ continues in the efforts that someday a museum will be created for 
the garage! Rick’s presentation was enthusiacally received by the members and he has let it be known 
that I will be his direct contact for the NRC if any new information for the ‘Conrad Project’ is updated. 
We had hoped to record Mr. Harris’ presentation, but due to copyright designation, this did not occur. 
Once again as Jack Bogut suggests, “its a theatre of the mind!” Anyway, thanks Rick and much success 
to establish a KDKA museum! 

With the storm front passed, we began a new 
month on Saturday, September 1st with bright blue 
skies. ‘Ole blue eyes himself’, Ben Dangerfield 
entertained the members and myself with a dis- 
cussion, “Through the Years Down Memory Lane” 
describing how it was to be raised and grow up 
listening to and experiencing early Pittsburgh ra- 
dio during the 1930’s and 40’s. Ben’s half-hour 
time limit actually went almost an hour towards 
11:30 AM, but it was ours to hear and treasure 
Ben’s unlimited speech! Thanks, Ben, and thanks ‘ niwia steep 
to all who decided to go on our next venture which : 
was an abbreviated and self-narrated tour of our 
brand-new home for Pirate baseball, the “jewel of 
the North Shore”, PNC Park. [ only alloted 15-20 
minutes for a brief walk around the park, as the 
team’s tourist department scheduled inside tours 
only on weekdays. So we saved $6.00! 

We also saved our time as it became well spent 
upon our next stop in the city’s Oakland section 
and home to our public broadcaster, WQED-89.3/ 
WOED-13/WQEX-16. Located at 4802 Fifth Av- Saaa3 Say 
enue, our host was Paul Johnston, Community nF xe da . 
Broadcasts Manager and midday 12-3PMhoston _“! paid how much for this KDKA shirt?” Rich- 
“All Classical 89.3”! As all of the 22 members and and Lucas may be thinking as he checks out the 
guests arrived by car within 15 minutes of each _ 5i2¢ during the annual auction. 
other, we began the tour of the large concrete 
building, ‘The Bayer Broadcast Center for the Arts’, around 1:30 PM. All of the doors except for the 
back were electronically alarmed, so it became necessary to enter that way. On a personal note, I’ve 
greatly enjoyed classical music for over 23 years and have found Mr. Johnston to be a very interesting 
and informative personality, much like our tour, and rate his ‘broadcast voice’ to be in the ‘top 5’ if not 
the best locally. Our previous agreement was to have Paul come to the Radsson, but this worked even 
better! On that morning, I was surprised to-learn that the station’s repeater, WOEJ-89.7, was doing a 
remote at a summer festival in Johntown, PA. Still, it was entertaining for Paul and our members to 
hear and/or see the stations. Some highlights included Mr. Johnston’s description of ‘Mr. Rodger’s 
Neighborhood’ set for this is the last year for the kind and generous Fred Rogers show produced for 
children. We also came upon Studio A and B for TV 13 and 16 while downstairs we descended to find 
89.3 home of “the original oldies!” An impressive record library of old albums and the current music 
on CD’s can be accessed at any time. The station even has a recqrding studio complete with a baby 
grand piano. All the equipment is up to date far removed from the day 89.3 signed on January 25, 1973. 
The stations rely on a paid staff, hundreds of volunteers, and thousands of benefactors through pledge 
drives 2-3 times a year. 

WOQED Pittsburgh, the parent company, is nationally-, if not internationally-known, and has under 
its ownership Pittsburgh magazine, “On Q Magazine”, a locally produced TV information show, and 
has a direct line of contact and records Pittsburgh Symphony broadcasts. 89.3 also produces local 
recordings of classical music over speakers in the city’s three subway stations downtown and at Pitts- 
burgh International Airport. 

WQED TV’S producer and writer Rick Sebak has 25 videos of Pittsburgh and statewide places, 
events, and themes including his latest, “Something About Oakland” of which the video opens at my 
cousin’s store, “Groceria Mcrante!” I’m in negotiations with Rick to produce ‘Something About the 
NRC!’ Anyone can access the FM at www.wged.org/fm. Our final gathering was a group photo with 
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l’aul outside the station, shot by two women walking by (hey, sign ‘em up}), and in front of the desig- 
nated plaque, “STATION WQED Television station, located here, opened April (1) 1954, as first com- 
munity-sponsored educational television station in America. In 1955, it was the first to telecast classes 
to elementary schools.” Thank you, Paul, and WQED for a ‘Bach to reality’ tour! 

Nearing 3 PM and a scheduled event, plus the enthusiastic interest from member Bruce Conti, three 
cars arrived at our next destination, Dr. Conrad’s old home. Located about three miles east of WOED 
in Wilkinsburg, the wrecking ball will come soon for the house as it’s to be replaced by a larger Wendy's 
(Wendy’s?!) restaurant as the smaller one is across the street. The plaque which was mounted on a pole 
in front of the house is gone, but | was able to photograph it on July 7 and made a copy in the bulletin 
on the back page for all attendees. Thus it stated, “FRANK CONRAD (1874-1941) At his garage work- 
shop here in 1919-1920, Conrad made broadcasts over his amateur station, 8XK, which introduced the 
concept of commercial radio and led to the start of KDKA. For 37 years a Westinghouse engineer, he 
held over 200 patents.” 

Now to further satisfy our quest, our odyssey, we headed east about 4 miles on Penn Avenue split- 
ting from route 8 onto Greensburg Pike, a very small sign almost missed by the head vehicle. With Rick 
Harris’ directions, two cars turned right at Perry Street, one block past the yellow brick school office 
building] while Ernie Wesolowski made the turn one street before. No matter, as Ernie would go back 
Sunday the 2nd with our publisher Paul Swearingen. For the first time ever, ] visited a local site I never 
knew existed and with little fanfare, but yet as the plaque read, “PIONEER SHORT-WAVE STATION 
On this site in 1923, Westinghouse opened a special radio facility to experiment with long-distance 
transmissions. Led by Frank Conrad, engineers here demonstrated the vital role of high-frequency 
shortwaves in sending broadcasts around 
the world.” With the building in the back- 
ground, a different plaque on a large stone 
read, “FOREST HILLS - WESTINGHOUSE 
RECREATION CENTER Donated to the 
People of Forest Hills by CBS/ 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation This 
historic location was the site of the first 
worldwide radio broadcasts by KDKA in 
the 1820s, and the earliest transmissions of 
electronic television images. It later served 
as a popular recreation center for 
Westinghouse enployees and retirees, for 
over 70 years. Dedicated June 19, 1999” 
This almost too-quiet setting had in fact 
been a gathering place as well as a histori- 
cal one. This is also the site the National 
Museum of Broadcasting would hope to 
rebuild and relocate Dr. Conrad’s garage, 
but they need the Forest Hills community 
to rescind control of the building for this 
to happen. Our final destination which I 
only found on July 7th was about 2 miles 
down the Pike to the old Westinghouse 
East Pittsburgh plant. The sprawling

With a left turn and circling the block, | directed 4 members to the site of the first KDKA historic 
broadcast and another errie feeling, but also quite nostalgic! Here before us were 2 plaques, one placed 
atop the other by electronic engineers and this one, ‘This plaque marks the historical location of RA- 
DIO STATION KDKA The world’s first commercial radio station and the site of the first and most 
famous broadcast, the Harding-Cox election returns on November 2, 1920 Erected on Jdne 17, 1977 by 
the Turtle Creek Bicentennial Commision and Westinghouse Electrical Corporation under the Penn- 
sylvania Historical & Museum Commmission Historical Sites & Landmarks” The holy grail had been 
found, our odyssey was complete! Behind the plaques and still standing, but completely closed was 
the 8 story ‘K’ Building, and somehow you could even more sense a chilling feeling or was it just the 
wind?! In any event, our journey today was complete, and now to the NRC Dinner! 

Returning to the Radisson, five standard convention events occured as they do normally, but all 
important and enjoyable, plus an added one in the late evening. First was the ‘state of the union ad- 
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dress’ or the NRC Business Meeting conducted by Paul Swearingen, filling in and doing a commend- 
able talk. Simply put, the NRC is healthy, but dues are going up and the AM Log Book was almost 
done, but was not released yet, so as always, thanks Wayne Heinen and crew! Next was the group 
photo in the hotel miniature golf courtyard, the photographer was my friend and Pittsburgh (Hail to 
Pitt!) college buddy, Dan Emerick! 

Next at 6 PM was dinner and musical interludes in the Stephen Foster Room, a buffet style dinner 
enjoyed by all! Next was our speaker, Scott Fybush, notified just a few minutes earlier, apologies for 
the unexpected request, but a really informative and enjoyable talk on the current state of radio and 
satillite radio, thanks Scott!

Shared tips, topics, and Internet info 


We continue our look at three highly touted portable receivers this time, as we finish up on the Sony 
ICF-2010, and begin on the CCRadio. The DX-398 will be spotlighted in future columns. 


SONY 2010 

Picking up where we left off last time, 

David Hochfelder <hochfeld@rci.rutgers.edu>: One question I have...was it difficult to install the 
Kiwa modules? Do you think it was worth it to install them? I’ve been thinking about doing that. 
Thanks. 

Bruce Conti <BACONTI@aol.com>: If you know how to use a soldering iron, and have PC board 
rework experience, then it’s a piece of cake. I’ve successfully installed the upgrade in less than optimal 
conditions, for Jim Renfrew at Newfie with a “wood-burning like” soldering iron, Instructions are 
very clear and concise. They include solder and solder wick in the upgrade kit. Just be aware that if 
you do it yourself, then it voids the warranty. 

Bruce Conti: The Kiwa address is http://kiwa.com/ or simply type Kiwa into your search engine 
and it should get you there. Click on “Filter Modules for Sony ICF-2010/2001D.” They sell filter up- 
grades for a number of popular receivers, budget to high-end. 

Rick Dau <rdau36@yahoo.com>: Rick and Bruce, I’ve read your posts with interest, since I, too, 
own an ICF-2010. Since the end of the AM season, I’ve been giving thought as to whether to keep the 
2010 or try to pick up a receiver that has better ability to reduce (as much as possible) splatter from 
local stations, images, spurs, and mixing products. 

Among receivers out there on the market, how does the 2010 rank in these categories? I remember 
Chicago’s Rob Kramer writing into DX News about a decade ago and raving about the then-new 
Kenwood R-5000, saying that it did a masterful job and nearly eliminating splash from his local 50 kW 
blow torches, enabling him to get stations on 660, 680, and 710, among other frequencies. With the 
possibility of moving to a large (i.e., one with at LEAST 6 AM stations in the market) city looming in 
the near future for me, I’m interested in acquiring a radio that can cut down on the splash, gets rid of 
the mixing products, and still manages to reel in the hard-to-hear stations. Is the 2010 a good receiver 
in accomplishing those feats, or are there radios on the market that are better? Id love to get hold of a 
rig that does all those things, yet also has a digital readout and features push-button tuning that en- 
ables one to leapfrog frequencies (like what the 2010 features), What kinds of advice and suggestions 
can you give me? I'll throw that question open to all of you reading this. 

Frederick R. Vobbe <fredv@nrcdxas.org>: What does it cost to have Kiwa modify the radio, and 
what exactly is the before/after effect? 

Bruce Conti: The result of the Kiwa filter upgrade is improved selectivity. The stock filters in the 
Sony ICF-2010 are extremely sloppy. The tighter Kiwa filters will improve your chances of hearing 
transatlantic signals on mediumwave, and remove hets from shortwave signals spaced 5 kHz apart. 
It’s well worth the investment if the Sony ICF-2010 is your primary DX receiver. Visit www.kiwa.com 
for more info. 

Rick Kenneally <woodlandview@yahoo.com>: Fred, Take a look here: http://www.kiwa.com/ 
sony-html. The Kiwa mod replaces one or both of the Sony filters (wide and/or narrow) with filters 
that have better ultimate selectivity and better shape factors. The wide filter replacement is $20 plus 
S&H, and the narrow is $50. The narrow is a bit tight for AM DX, but nice for SSB and CW. The wide 
filter is great, making a noticeable difference in TA reception (I’ve compared a modified 2010 to an 
unmodified, and the difference is quite noticeable). 

Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@nrcdxas.org>: OK - I’m confused. Why would the wide filter make a 
noticeable and positive difference on TA’s unless you had signals so strong you were looking for better 
sound? And are you saying that the narrow filter is too narrow for TA DX’ing? One would normally 
think that for TA DX narrower would be the way to go so as to reduce splatter from locals, unless, of 
course, one doesn’t have any :-} 

Rick Kenneally: Russ, The narrow filter, I find, is useful only in extreme circumstances because it 
cuts so much of the audio. If you could move the passband far enough away from center, so that you 
were picking up more high-frequency audio, then the narrow filter might be more useful. However, 
moving that far off center usually causes the sync to lose lock (no surprise - asking a portable to sync 
600+ Hz away is extreme). 
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The Kiwa wide filter, coupled with sync, has a better shape factor than the stock wide tilfer and 
munch better audio than the stock narrow filter. So to hear France on 1206, 1 used the wide filter and 
.yne’d the lower sideband resulting in decent selectivity with good audio. 

If someone has experience with the Kiwa narrow filter and knows how to get good audio out of it 


Vt love to hear about it. 

Frederick R. Vobbe: Any degradation to the wideband audio frequency response? How much fi- 
delity if left? 

Hob Galerstein <bgwb2vgd@nac.net>: I found the Kiwa replacement for the narrow filter works as 
wulvertised, but for me, the audio was too muddy to make out ID’s in the “muck.” So, | placed the Kiwa 
replacement filter for the wide switch in the Sony’s narrow position. Also works as advertised and is a 
etinite improvement over the stock wide filter. 

Frederick R. Vobbe: One last question on this. How hard is it for someone with reasonable solder- 
ing skills to change this filter? 

Mark Durenberger <Mark@durenberger.com>: Not too hard, though you should have a steady 
hand and a tiny soldering iron. 

Frederick R. Vobbe: That I do, on both counts. I guess it’s now a matter of seeing which filter best 
suits my needs. 

Bob Galerstein: Fred, If you have “reasonable” soldering skills, you should be fine...just be careful 
with those surface mount resisters. Use as fine a soldering tip as possible. 

Rick Kenneally: Fred, For me, the hardest part was getting the old filter out. Clearing the solder off 
the old filter’s pins enough to extract it gave me some headaches. | did the wide filter first, then some- 
one posted a tip about “pre-tinning” the desolder wick. That made all the difference, and the second 
uxtraction went much easier. Once the old filters are out, it’s a snap. 

Also, if you do the narrow filter mod, pay close attention to the little piece of paper that tells you 
which wire is which. Because of the heat-shrink tubing they put on the leads from the narrow filter, it 
isn’t obvious what is center and what is shield. Enjoy! 

Bruce Conti: | would go with the full upgrade; wide and narrow. You can recover the highs for DX 
audio with the narrow filter engaged if you tune slightly off frequency. Typically, this is also how you 
would force the sync detect to one sideband. For example, if you want to hear France on 792 kHz, with 
the sync detect engaged, tune slightly higher to force it to select the upper sideband and reduce inter- 
ference from 790 kHz domestics. With the filters installed, you can still get extra wide audio for pro- 
gram listening simply by not engaging the wide or narrow filters. The narrow filter also improves old- 
fashioned ECSS reception using the upper or lower sideband modes. 

Mark Durenberger: Has anyone been able to relate the signal-strength LEDs on the Sony 2010, to S- 
units? I’m curious if there 1S a relationship. Thanks. 

Rick Kenneally: Sony 2010 owners: 1 just did the mod referred to below on both my 2010s, essen- 
tially defeating the high pass filter that is applied to signals from the am antenna jack. It works great, 
allowing me to avoid some active amplification from my longwire. The instructions at Larry’s website 
are fine - the only thing he doesn't mention is that L305, the component you must disconnect, is not on 
the main circuit board. It is on the small board near all the jacks, and is therefore easier to get to than 
anything on the main board. Thought you'd like to know...http://www.angelfire.com/mi/flush/ 

Bill Hale <phantom2@eaze.net>: My trusty 10-year old, my ICF-2010 is suffering. Seems the jack 
into which the power plug is inserted has, in some way, broken. I’ve contacted Sony Parts, and the 
board on which it’s mounted costs $157 and the jack itself, J305 isn’t available. Does anyone have a 
source of parts for the -2010?? Could another jack be mounted on the circuit board? Any help is appre- 
ciated. PS - Glad I’ve got the DX-398 in the bullpen. 

Patrick Martin <mwdxer@webtv.net>: This reminds me of my old boom box that has the phone 
jack on the board and [cannot get that replaced either. I have tried to get to the jack but it is impossible.

John Tudenham - 2824 Missouri -Joplin MO 64804 
‘To introduce myself, I turned 70 and have been an NRC member since 1958. Helped host the Ama- 
rillo TX convention in 1961. I attended several conventions the last being Denver in 1995. Will not 
make the NRC this year, but plan to make the IRCA in St Louis. This will be my first IRCA convention. 
Growing up in St Louis I try to keep up with the radio scene there. Actually I started DX-ing with a 
crystal set when I was 9 years old. In those days St Louis only had 6 fulltime stations, and they all 
signed off by 1 AM, most by midnight. They were KSD 550, KMOxX 1090, WIL 1200, KXOK 1250 , KWK 
1350 and WTMV 1500. In 1941 there was a big shuffle of frequencies and most stations moved up in 
frequency as the BC band was expanded to 1600. After local stations signed off I often listened to the 
local St Louis PD KGPC on 1706 and the Missouri highway patrol from Kirkwood MO I believe on 
1674. Also listened to several nearby hams on 160 meters which got me interested in ham radio . I 
received my present call WOJRP in 1948. KWK 1350 was only 2 miles from me in north St Louis, so it 
was difficult to hear anything on the high end of the dial till they signed off at 12 midnight. From 11 till 
midnight those days most network stations had live dance music bands playing from various hotels in 
the country. Only the smaller non network stations played recordings. There were 4 major networks: 
NBC blue and red, CBS, and Mutual. The blue network later became ABC. KMOX was always CBS. 
KSD NBC, KXOK ABC, and KWK Mutual. One cold winter night after local stations were off I actually 
icked up XERF or some border station from Del Rio TX on my crystal set. I was so excited I woke my 
other and Dad up to tell them about it. With a better antenna a few weeks later I got WBBM Chicago. 
This got me interested in BCB DXing and up graded from the crystal set. Wouldn't it be fun if we had 
these BCB conditions today?
